SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The CD-ROM, Virtual Valerie 2, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The classification is given because the CD-ROM contains a sequence depicting an 
animated woman being pummelled by dildos inserted in her mouth, vagina and anus 
by a sex machine. This sequence degrades and dehumanises the woman because it 
depicts the woman as a series of orifices. The woman appears as though she is 
skewered by the dildos. The machine looks like a torture device. 

The excision of the sequences which make the publication objectionable has been 
recommended. However, the distributor of the publication has failed to respond within 
the specified period to the Classification Office’s excision notice. Under s33(3) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), if the distributor 
fails to respond within the specified time, the Classification Office shall classify the film 
in accordance with s23 of the FVPC Act. If the recommended excisions had been 
made, then the Classification Office considers, that given the explicit depictions of 
sexual activity, the availability of this publication would be likely to be injurious to the 
public good, unless it is restricted to an adult audience. However, because the 
excisions were not made, Virtual Valerie 2 is classified as objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the applicability of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). However, the significant extent of the degrading and 
dehumanising sequence and the sexualised manner in which the woman is subjected 
to being pummelled by the machine is such that it renders the publication 
objectionable. This is a reasonable limit, prescribed by law, and no other meaning 
consistent with si 4 of the NZBR Act can be interpreted in the FVPC Act. 
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
